Yet only about one tenth of the 
freshmen were not Canadians. The majority had 
. Just graduated from Canadian high schools. . . . 

The trouble may be that the new Idea of "et|u.

The'=teara'1lre''now}!ibtlnf ' 
shed by- college professors who find students pur- 
suing higher education when they have not yet 
overtaken the elementary education. And the tears 
are bdng shed by the employers .\vho may find

Perhaps what might have^eènj Justified as an, 
experiment in education 'yjaSpBeen allowed - to 
spread Into common practice. Unfortunately life
